One is the old National Security 
Building on Troy Highway. The 
other is a section of downtown 
on Davis Street.

Commission's bimonthly meet- 
ing Monday, with no new or old 
business On the agenda, was a 
short one: It consisted. mainly of 
general business from the coun- 
ty engineer, county administra- 
tor and commissioners. 

County- Engineer . Randy 
Tindell requested a resolution be 
passed by the Commission to 
approve the resurfacing: of Co. 
Rds. 124 and 702. His request 
was honored. : 

He. .also™ ‘asked’ ‘for ° and 
received: permission from the 
commissioners to enter into an 
agreement with J. M. Wood 


Auction Company to sell three ~ 


pieces of equipment - two pans 


(earth moving equipment) and a 


small bulldozer. 

Later in the session, Tindell 
was asked by Commissioner 
Kayo Lewis to give the commis- 
sion an update on the resurfac- 
ing project. He did so; but was 
quick to point out that he was 
doing so without the aid of his: 
project maps (Tindell was not 
aware that he was going to be 
asked to give an update prior to 
the méeting). 

Tindell told commissioners 
that the resurfacing of Co. Rds; 
210, 205, 409, 412,459, 462 
and*724 has been completed. 
Plans call for work to begin on 
Co, Rd. 643 next week. 

Plans have been submitted to 
the Alabama Department of 
Transportation for the resurfac- 
ing of Co, Rds, 109, 119, 305 
and 315, These are expected to 
be approved in the near future. 


Presently, plans are being drawn 
up-for submission to the DOT 
on the resurfacing of Co. Rds. 
3064428, 610 and 661. 

Tindell told commissioners 
that the contract to resurface Co. 
Rds. 110, 111..533.and' 617-will 
be let (awarded) on Friday 
(tomorrow) with construction 
scheduled to begin in mid-June. 


-The contract on Co. Rd. 636 is 


scheduled for next month’s 
(May .25) letting and work 


. Should begin in mid-July. In the 


other roads- mentioned, Tindelt 
‘said he was hoping for one 
group to -havera-July letting with 
a mid-September start-construc- 
tion date. On the remainder of 
the roads, he is hoping for an 
August letting and a mid- 
October construction start. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley noted that-he had sever- 
al items of business that needed 
to be addressed by the commis- 
sion. 


First, he told commissioners 
that in years prior to the estab- 
lishment of the Coffee County 
Emergency Management 
Agency, the Enterprise Police 
Department seryed as a link to 
state agencies in times of emer- 
gencies. In order to provide this 
vital service to the county, two- 
way radios necessary to provide 
this communications link were 
provided by the county. 

“These radios are no longer 
needed and are no longer in 
operation and they need to be 
dropped from our accountabili- 
ty,” Mobley Said: “And, it is the 
recommendation of the emer- 
gency management that we 
transfer this equipment at sal- 
vage value to the City of 


- Enterprise allowing them to 


dispose of it as they see fit.” 


The commission gave .its, 


approval to follow the recom- 


" mendation made by EMA. 


The administrator asked if it 


was the desire of the commis- 
sion to continue the computer 
maintenance service agreement 


with. Geminé for another_year...-...

According to Dr. Paulk. the 
project consists of two phases. 
Phase | is to bring water service 
to everyone south of U, §. 
Highway 84. Phase II will make 
water service available to resi- 
dents north of U. S, Highway 
84.

up for the watér service. 
Residents who are not already 
served by a water system are eli- 
gible to participate in the pro- 
ject. Those who have not signed 
up still have 10-14 days to come 
by the County Commission 
Office in New Brockton and 
sign a water user's agreement.

$3,512,600 is for 40 years. at 
4.75 percent interest.

Presently, deer and turkey hunters bag more coyotes incidental to 
their sport than do coyote hunters, but this may change in the near 
future; Alabama hunters ‘are beginning to hunt coyotes as a game 
animal, Sales:of electronic calls and calling tapes haye soured/in the 


last few years. It’s easy to understand why hunters become inter- - 


ested in hunting this crafty animal; They are abundant tn every 
county, in the state,there is no closed season, many. property Owners 
welcome coyote hunters, and it’s a relatively inexpensive sport to 
get into. The existence of the coyote in Alabama-has been docu 
mented as far back as the 1920's, but they have only become 
numerous.in the past 15 to 20 years. The. coyote population increase 
can be attributed to two factors; natural expansion of the coyote and 
the introduction of coyotes by foxhunters. 

The coyote gives the illusion that it is much larger than it really is 
because of its long hair. Size will vary, but 25:t035 pounds is aver- 
age. Diets consist of mice, squirrels, insects, small reptiles, birds, 
rabbits, watermelon, cantaloupe, corn, and persimmons. They also 
love strawberries and can devour a patch overnight, The coyote fre- 
quently takes fawns, nesting turkeys and young polts. 

Domestic animals also fall prey to this cunning hunter-lambs and 
kid goats top the list of domestic animals killed. Some calf kills 
have been confirmed, but this is not as big a problem here as it isin 
western states, Reported instances of attacks on house cats and 
Small dogs in suburban areas are on the rise. 

Hunting these crafty animals during the off-season allows hunters 
to enjoy their sport year round, Most will have the basic gear with 
the exception of a call. A good selection of mouth blown calls is 
available, Several manufacturers offer electronic callers with15- 
watt speakers for extended range. Basic camo of the type used in 
turkey hunting works fine in the spring and summer, Darker colors 
may be needed in the fall. Hunters who hunt both turkeys and coy- 
otes rate the coyote right up there with the wild turkey, when it 
comes to their ability to avoid hunters, 

Several good books are available at larger bookstores on hunting 
coyotes. If you are looking for a nice rug and don’t want to go bear 
hunting, you might give coyote hunting a try.
